Time  of  shipment.  Unless  otherwise  ordered,  tubers  will  be  shipped  between  April 
I5th  and  May  15th,  and  green  plants  about  May  30th  to  June  15th  by  express  or  insured 
mail. 

Green  Plants  produce  as  good,  if  not  better,  flowers,  and  make  nice  clean  tubers. 
Our  plants  are  grown  in  a green  house  constructed  especially  for  this  purpose.  They 
fire  grown  under  moderate  heat  from  base  cuttings  only,  which  produce  strong,  sturdy 
plants,  well  rooted.  The  plants  are  then  put  in  cold  frames  to  harden  off.  Plants 
given  this  method  of  propagating  have  given  perfect  satisfaction  to  our  many  customers 
and  have  produced  our  prize  winning  blooms  each  year.
